WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—Presi- 
dent Truman, earnestly seeking 
popular support for his domestic 
program told a nation-wide radio 
audience last night that “1946 is 
our year of decision.” 

Speaking directly to the people 
over the heads of Congress, the 
Chief Executive declared without 
rancor that Congress had done 


little—very little—about his do- 
mestic recommendations, which 
he said were designed to carry 
the country to the goal of full 
employment and a higher stand- 
ard of living as well as to tide 
over the reconversion period.

page would affect 450,000 telephone 
employes. 

AFL Commercial Telegraphers’ 
Union cancels scheduled _ strike 
Monday of 50,000 Western Union 
employes; 7000 CIO workers for 
Western Union in New York still 
plan to strike Tuesday. 

Farm Machinery—Strike of 30,- 
000 CIO employes in 11 Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. plants 
threatens as wage negotiations col- 
lapse; union to. set strike date 
Sunday. 

Rubber—In Akron, O., the CIO 
United Rubber Workers’ local at 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
planned a strike vote Sunday by 
about 12,000 union members, and 
a vote was called by the Fire- 
stone Tire & Rubber Co. local for 
Jan. 13, These were strategic 
moves by the union in support of 
the international body and fol- 
lowed general votes by all em- 
ployes in December, which fa- 
vored strike action. The union 
asks for a 30 cents an hour wage 
increase. 

Meat packing—AFL meat cut- 
ters’ international officers to rec- 
ommend joining CIO in general 
strike unless companies offer sub- 
stantial wage increases before Jan, 
11; Truman asked to call industry- 
labor conference; CIO union has 
called strike of its 200,000 mem- 
bers for Jan. 16 in support of de- 
mand for 25 cents an hour wage 
increase. 


His greatest emphasis was on 
the failure of Congress to enact 
his fact-finding recommendations 
and to bring forth a substitute 
general program of its own. 

In phrases reminiscent of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, Truman declared 
that “time is running out” and 
that “what the American people

want is action.” Unlike his prede- 
cessor’s speech on similar subjects, 
however, he did not attack the 
Republican minority or the recal- 
-citrant groups within his own 
party. It was as close to a non- 
partisan speech as a President 
could make on a delayed domes- 
tic program. 

He spoke in a flat monotone, 
without fervor or- dramatic em- 
phasis. His voice was a bit husky 
and once he coughed. 

Criticizes Committeees. 

Although he insisted that he 
intended no blanket criticism of 
Congress, he repeatedly urged the 
voters to tell their Senators and 
Representatives, now that they 
are home, what was demanded of 
them. 

In calling on the American 
voters to prod their Senators and 
Representatives into action, 
called the voters “the most pow- 
erful pressure group in the world.” 

His sharpest thrusts—and there 
Was personal feeling in his words 
—were directed at the congres- 
sional committees, particularly 
those of the House, whose delay- 
ing tactics have prevented Senate 
and House votes on his recom- 
mendations.

CHICAGO, Jan. 4 (AP)—Offi- 
cers of the AFL Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen’s Union said 
today they would recommend that 
their members join with the CIO 
in a general strike in the meat 
packing industry unless packing 
offer a_ substantial 
wage increase before Jan. 11. 

Patrick E. Gorman, secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL union, told 
reporters such recommendation 
would be made to a union confer- 
ence here Jan. 11-12 “unless we 
get something considerably better 
than the 7% cents” an hour in- 
crease offered by two large pack- 
ers, Swift and Armour, to the rival 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers. 

The CIO union has called a 
strike of its 200,000 members for 
Jan. 16 in support of a demand 
for a 25 cents an hour wage boost. 

Situation in St. Louis. 

(August Gieseke,  secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL Meat Cut- 
ters’ union, local 88, said in St. 
Louis that members of that locai, 
most of whom work in retail 
shops, would not go out on strike 
regardless of what leaders of the 
union advocated in other parts of 
the country. He said the local 
meat cutters would not co-operate 
with the CIO.

Green of AFL Opposes 
Fact-Finding but Says 
Failure to Act on Oth- 
er Measures Aids In- 
dustrial Unrest. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
First congressional comment on 
President Truman’s radio address 
jJast night was sharply divided, 
and the division was not entirely 
along party lines. The first “big 
labor” reaction came from William 
Green, AFL president. He re- 
peated his opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s fact-finding program, but 
asserted congressional failure to 
act on other presidential recom- 
mendations “has contributed in 
large measure to industrial un- 
rest.” 

The White House reported that 
Truman’s address had brought a 
greater immediate reaction § in 
messages from his audience than 
any other speech he has made 
since assuming the presidency. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
said that reaction “has been quite 
friendly, judging from the mes- 
sages received.” 

Most Telegrams Favorable. 

He said more than 100 tele- 
grams were received this morning 
alone and more were still coming 
in. Of these, he added, about 80 
per cent were “unqualifiedly fa- 
vorable” and the remainder either 
wholly or partially unfavorable. 

The messages represented a 
cross section of the country and 
ame mostly from private citizens, 
Ross said. 

The White House disclosed that 
plans call for the President to de- 
liver his annual message on the 
state of the union to Congress on 
Jan. 15, the day after it recon- 
venes. The annual budget mes- 
sage will be delivered Jan. 16. 

Green’s Statement. 

The text of Green’s statement 
follows: 

“The American Federation of 
Labor heartily endorses the Presi- 
dent’s demands for legislation to. 
protect human needs during re- 
conversion. We believe that the 
failure of Congress to enact ade- 
quate full employment, unemploy- 
ment compensation, minimum 
wage, housing and health insur- 
ance legislation has contributed 
in large mgasure to industrial un- 
rest. We join President Truman 
in appealing to the American 
®eople to urge their representa- 
tives 
these measures. 


President’s recommendations for 
compulsory cooling off and fact- 
finding machffery to deal with 
labor-management disputes. We 
consider this cure worse than the 
disease, 

“This legislation would be un- 
workable and dangerous. It would 
make wage-fixing a permanent 
Government policy. It would sub- 
ject labor and management to 
control by Government boards, 
it would nullify the safeguard of 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act by re- 
viving court injunctions against 
labor and would subject labor 
unions once more to the vicious 
doctrines of conspiracy,

—Knox Told F.D.R. 
Air Patrol Flew South 


From Island as Enemy 


Neared From North. 


WASHINGTON, Jan.:-4 (AP)— 
Congressional investigators heard 
today that Hawaii's defenders 
fully expected the Japanese to 
come back promptly after the 
Pearl Harbor attack and called 
for more fighter planes and anti- 
aircraft guns to meet the looked- 
for second assault. 

This information went into the 
record along with the word that 
on that Sunday morning, Dec, 7, 
1941, the Navy flew a 10-plane 
patrol in the opposite direction 
from which the Japanese task 
force was advancing, 

The source of these details was 
the hitherto secret report the late 
Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox made to President Roose- 
velt soon after Knox’s return from 
a trip to the scene of the dis- 


aster. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, who obtained the report from 
Navy files, said it differed from 
the one made public at the time. 

Adm. Harold R. Stark, chief of 
naval operations in 1941, told the 
committee he had never seen the 
Knox report to ‘Roosevelt until 
today. He said Knox had filled 
him in on some details in conver- 
sations. 

Knox told Roosevelt that both 
the commanders at Pearl Harbor, 
Adm. Husband E. Kimmel! and 
Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, were 
completely surprised. 

Misled Surviving U.S. Ships. 
Other points of the Knox report 
included: 2 

1. Nothing but “ineffective 
machine-gun fire” met the first 

of three waves of attacking Jap- 
anese planes, but the third wave 
was turned back, 

2. After the attack was over, 
the Japanese apparently slipped 
some ships to the southward of 
Pearl Harbor and imitated ra- 
dio call letters of the attacking 
force, leading surviving Ameri- 
can warships to “scout in that 
direction.” 

3. American radio and other 
equipment were recovered from 
the wreckage of Japanese 
planes. One had a Lewis gun 
of 1920 vintage. 

4. Knox attributed the lack 
of adequate  fighter-plane 
strength on Oahu before the war 
to diversion of aircraft to the 
British, Chinese and the Ruj- 
sians. 

Deduction as to New Attack. 
Knox considered it significant 

that during the entire enga 
ment, the Japanese dropped n 
bombs on oil storage tanks. He 
called this an indication which 
“appeared to foreshadow” a re- 
newal of the attack in the near 
future, 

Once the attack was joined, he 
related, the courage of the defend- 
ers left nothing to be desired, As 
anti-aircraft fire increased, the 
second and third enemy attacks 
were progressively less effective. 

The Senate-House committee 
previously has received testimony 
that no long-range Navy recon- 
naissance was being flown from 
Pearl Harbor at the time of the 
attack. 

However, Knox’s report said 
that 10 Navy bombers made a 
routine patrol southward on the 

morning of Dec, 7 and reported 
no contacts. The Japanese were 
then coming in from the north. 

Radar Still on by Chance. 
Radar was ordinarily turned off 
‘at 7 a.m., Knox said, but “by pure 
chance” an Army  non-commis- 
'sioned officer kept his machine 
|going a little later and picked up 
a concentration of planes 130 
‘miles northward.

Witness Testifies General 
Cared Nothing of Pris- 
oners’ Fate—Questions 
Culpability in Manila 
Bombing.

MANILA, Jan, 4 (AP)—Lt, Gen. 
Masaharu Homma gave the order 
for the “death march” from 
Bataan to Camp O'Donnell in 
April 1942, one of his staff officers 
testified at Homma’s war-crimes 
trial today. 

Neither Homma nor his staff 
cared what happened to the emac- 
iated American and Filipino pris- 
oneérs, the witness, Lt. Col. Michio 
Kitayama, asserted. Kitayama, a 
communications officer at 
Homma’s Fourteenth Imperial 
Army headquarters, said he saw 
the march from several successive 
vantage points along the road, 

Hundreds of the captives died in 
the grueling march ypnder a hot 
sun in which they were denied 
food, water or medical attention 
and were clubbed, bayoneted and 
shot by the Japanese guards. 

The once-arrogant Homma lis- 


tened meekly to the testimony. 

Kitayama’s responses to pros- 
ecution questions did not swerve 
from a previously-recorded deposi- 
tion in -which he asserted that the 
Japanese attitude toward pris- 
oners was not one of “too great 
concern.” 

Responsibility of Homma, 

“This prevailed all through the 
(Japanese) army,” he explained, 
because Homma’s men were busy 
reducing Corregidor and because 
of the Japanese belief that any 
soldier who surrenders has com- 
mitted a shameful act and de- 
serves punishment. 

Homma as commander of the 
Japanese army bore responsibility 
“for the whole action of his men” 
in carrying out his orders, Kita- 
yama said in reply to one ques- 
tion. But Japanese law, he added, 
does not consider him as crimi- 
nally liable for their misdeeds. 

Maj. Gen. Leo Donovan, presi- 
dent of the trial commission, or- 
dered this answer stricken from 
the record, 


ma throughout the Philippine 
campaign, also testified that he 
believed Homma received word 
from Tokyo that Manila had been 
declared an open city by ‘the 
Americans—but not until Dec. 30, 
1941, three days after bombers un- 
der Homma’s command had at- 
tacked civilian buildings in the 
ancient walled city. 
Surprised at Defenders’ Number. 
Maj. Gen. Toshimitsu Takatsu, 
also on Homma’s staff, told the 


wcommission earlier that he had 


headed the handling of prisoners 
of war. He said he expected the 
American and Filipino forces sur- 
rendering on Bataan to number 
30,000, and was surprised when 
more than 60,000 appeared. He 
said only-50,000 Japanese troops, 
short of food, and many of them 
ill with malaria, opposed the Ba- 
taan defenders, 

The prisoners were “well,” he 
said, as they began their march. 

Homma’s' gendarmerie com- 
mander, Lt. Col. Seiichi Ohta, is 
to be sentenced Saturday by an- 
other military commission. He 
was convicted on charges that he 
permitted his Kempei Tai to tor- 
ture and massacre civilians at 
Fort Santiago.

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BRITONS PUT OUT

HITLER DISCLOSE 


Hess Tried to Establish 
Contact With ‘Reason- 
able Englishmen’ to 
End War, Report to 
Fuehrer Says. 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 


NUERNBERG, Jan, 4 (AP)— 
Confidential papers of Adolf Hit- 
ler showed today that as early as 
the fall of 1940 Rudolf Hess, the 
deputy fuehrer, was working se- 
cretly to establish contacts with 
“reasonable Englishmen” to try to 
end the war. 

A detailed account of his ef- 
forts is contained in a 1400-word 
report to Hitler written by Hess's 
intimate adviser, Dr. Albrecht 
Haushofer, May 25, 1941, shortly 
after Hess flew to England on his 
vain mission, 

Haushofer reported that at the 
end of September 1940, barely a 
year after the war started, Hess 
was instrumental in sending a let- 
ter to the Duke of Hamilton 
through a Swiss officer of the In- 
ternational Red Cross, 


Feeler Put Out in 1941. 

In April 1941—a month before 
Hess's flight—this same Swiss, 
whose name was not disclosed, 
conveyed a peace feeler from “im- 
portant English circles” to Haus- 
hofer, as the deputy fuehrer’s rep- 
resentative, the report said. 

This document, now in the pos- 
session of Allied and neutral in- 
telligence, outlining Haushofer’s 
part in the peace overtures, was 
in effect the death warrant of the 
professor son of Geopolitician 
Karl Haushotfer. 

He immediately was marked 
down in Gestapo records as hav- 
ing “sympathetic feeling and con- 
tact with the English.” His death, 
however, did not come until last 
year when he was executed for 
possible implication in the July 20, 
1944, death plot against Hitler and 
in new secret peace negotiations 
through Swiss channels. 

First Moves in 1940, 

The initial behind-the-scenes 
peace moves, according to Haus- 
hofer’s report, started when Hess 
asked him on Sept. 10, 1940, for 
advice as to how a communica- 
tion might be sent to the Duke of 
Hamilton. It was near the duke’s 
home that Hess ended his flight 
from Germany the following May. 

Haushofer’s advice was to es- 
tablish contact with any of three 
named British envoys in neutral 
countries or to send a letter to 
the duke through a “neutral in- 
termediary.” Hess decided in fa- 
“wor of the second suggestion. 

The following April, he said, he 

‘receiyed.a nom-committal letter 
_from‘a Red Cross officer by whom 
the communication had been sent 
‘to Engiand. Hess decided he 
~should go to Geneva to see whether 
‘the duke had replied. 
- The intermediary had no mes- 
gage from the Duke, Haushofer 
said, but told of a meeting he had 
-In Geneva with “a person known 
‘and esteemed in London and close- 
‘ly connected with leading con- 
servative” circles. 

“This person, Whose name he 
could not disclose, but whose sin- 
cerity he could vouch for,” the re- 
port said, “expressed in a_ long 
talk the desire in important Eng- 
lish circles to examine the possi- 
hilities of effecting peace over- 
-tures.” 

Basis for Overtures. 

The report attributed to a “mod- 
erate group in England” a readi- 
ness to talk peace on a_ three- 
point basis: 

1. Recognition of Britain’s 
paramount interest in Greece, 
but only nominal interest else- 

‘where in eastern and southeast- 
. ern Europe. 
| 2. Restoration of occupied 
- western European states.: 

3. Confinement of German 
colonial demands to former Ger- 
man territory along with modi- 
fication of Italian demands. 

Entitled academically “English 
Connections and the Possibility 
of Their Employment,” the report 
to the Fuehrer said: 

“This controversy with Hitler- 
ism is regarded by the English 
people as nothing less than a re- 
ligious war, with all the fanatical 
psychological effects of such an 
attitude. If there is anyone in 
London eager for peace then it is 
the native element of the plutoc- 
racy which is able to calculate 
when it will be destroyed, to- 
gether with the native British tra- 
dition, while the foreign—above 
all Jewish—element already has 
effected a junction with America 
and the dominions across the sea.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
Headquarters of the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation 


Administration announced today 
it had called for the resignation 
of Lt. Gen. Sir Frederick E. Mor- 
gan as chief of the agency’s op- 
erations in Germany.. 

The announcement said 
UNRRA “felt obliged” to ask for 
the resignation as a result of a 
news conference in Frankfurt 
Wednesday in which Morgan said 
he believed a secret Jewish or- 
ganization was connected with a 
large-scale exodus of Jews from 
Poland. 

In Hoechst, Germany, Morgan 
said today: “I have not resigned, 
for I see no reason why I should.” 
UNRRA officials yesterday told 
newspapermen Morgan had re- 
signed voluntarily. Today, these 
officials, who declined to be 
named, said the decision to ask 
for his resignation had been 
made in London by Lt. Gen. Sir 
Humfrey Gale, head of UNRRA'’s 
European regional office. They 
said the Washington headquar- 
ters, because of faulty communi- 
cations, received the impression 
earlier that Morgan had volun- 
teered his resignation. 

Earlier in Hoechst, Morgan de- 
clined to confirm or deny the re- 
ports that Washington UNRRA 
officials had cabled him last night 
to resign as the result of the con- 
troversy over his statement. One 
Washington UNRRA official said 
Morgan was “shocked and dis- 
mayed” at the reaction to his re- 
marks. 

“In my remarks to the press 
Wednesday I made reference to 
the Jewish question, not. as a 
whole but to local symptoms which 
seemed to me as unhealthy as the 
lack of a general plan to bring 
an end to the fear and wandering 
of these unfortunate people,” Mor- 
gan said in a statement released 
to newspaper men. 

“It is to be regretted that my 
remarks were interpreted in some 
quarters as an attack on the mo- 
tives of European Jewry. In their 
present itinerant state it seems 
probable that some Jews have 
been encouraged to leave their 
permanent home by _ promises 
made by hopeful but unauthorized 
sources. 

“Many Jews have been driven 
from their homes in the east by 
threats and occasional violence. 
My only object in saying what I 
did was to bring to the notice of 
competent authorities the neces-

I need not point out 
to you the repercussions abroad 
which any personal accident would 
provoke. Could you take care of

Bruening at the time was more 
than a year out of office. The 
Nazis had outlawed his Catholic 
Center party along with other 
opposition parties. Hounded by 
Hitler’s fanatical followers, Brue- 
ning changed his Berlin residence 
several times. He left Germany 
in June 1934 on insistence of 
friends just before the Nazi blood 
purge.

BILL ON VETERAN OFFICE 
MEDICAL SERVICE SIGNED 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
The Veterans’ Administration to- 
day began hiring the first of 2800 
doctors, nurses and dentists under 
a bill President Truman signed 
into law despite vigorous Civil 
Service Commission objections. 

Providing for a reorganization 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
Medical Department, the act’s pri- 
mary purpose is to help Maj. Gen. 
Paul R, Hawley, acting surgeon 
general of Veterans Administra- 
tion, obtain immediately 1500 doc- 
tors, 1200 nurses and 100 dentists 
to care for a record number of 
veterans overflowing Government 
hospitals. As an incentive to join 
the medical service, the bill re- 
moves the top jobs from Civil 
Service. 

In signing the bill late yester- 
day, Truman wrote to Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, veterans’ administra- 
tor, urging him to give priority 
to qualified veterans in recruiting 
physicians, dentists and nurses.

(The Moscow communique did 
not touch on the question of 
Germany.) 

Asks About Council's Status. 

The five-power Council of For- 
eign Ministers, in which France 
and China share represefitation 
with the Big Three, was charged 
previously with preparing peace 
treaties for submission to the 
United Nations Organization. 

Today’s French note said “the 
French Government would be 
happy to know how the United 
States, Great Britain and Russia 
envisage the future work of the 
council of the five foreign min- 
isters.” 

The procedure of the Big Five 
Council, the note said, called for 
inviting other governments “when 
questions interesting them particu- 
larly were discussed.” 

Offers to Be Parley Host. 

The 21-nation conference on the 
European peace settlements, to be

Others are prisoners and will be 
brought to trial at later proceed- 
ings in case the group is convicted 
of war crimes. 

Von Blomberg Affidavit. 

Von Blomberg, whose affidavit 
was presented to the tribunal this 
morning, collaborated with Hitler 
in the establishment of the Wehr- 
macht high command, which as- 
sumed power over the old Reichs- 
wehr. 

[Its function was to ¢o-ordinnate 
plans of the Army and Navy. The 
Luftwaffe was not then in ex- 
istence. 

Hitler removed Von Blomberg 
as Wehrmacht commander in 
chief in January 1938, but asked 
him to recommend a successor. 

“I suggested Goering, who was 
the ranking officer,” Von Blom- 
berg related, “but Hitler objected 
on the ground of his lack of 
patience and _ diligence. Hitler 
personally took over my function 
as Wehrmacht commander in 
chief. Keitel was recommended 
by me as a chief of bureau. 

“In effect, he conducted the ad- 
ministrative functions of the 
Ministry of War. Keitel was not 
opposed to Hitler and therefore 
was qualified to bring about a 
good understanding between Hit- 
ler and the armed forces—a thing 
which I myself had desired and 
had furthered as minister of the 
Reichswehr and minister of war. 

“To do the opposite would have 
led to civil war, for at that time 
the mass of the people supported 
Hitler. Many are no longer will- 
ing to admit this, but it is the 
truth. 

“Did Not Measure Up.” 

“So far as I have heard, Keitel 
did not oppose any of Hitler's 
measures. He became a willing 
tool in Hitler's hands for every 
one of his decisions. He did not 
measure up to what might have 
been expected of him.” 

From 1919 on, according to Von 
Blomberg, the generals were con- 
vinced that there were three ques- 
tions which would some day have 
to be settled, if necessary by force 
of arms. These were the Ruhr 
and Saar, Memel and the Polish 
Corridor. 

Until the attack on Poland 
brought about a European war, 
declared the field ‘marshal, the 
army leadership did not oppose 
Hitler, 

“There was no reason to do so,” 
he explained, “since Hitler pro- 
duced the results which the gen- 
erals desired. After this time 
some commanders began to con- 
demn his methods and lost confi- 
dence in his judgment. They failed 


as a group to take any definite |— 
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stand against him, though a few 
tried and paid with their positions 
or lives.” 

Von Blomberg’s statement was 
confirmed almost in the same 
words by another signed by Col. 
Gen, Johannes Blaskowitz.

He cited one case In which an 
officer, accused of a sexual of- 
fense, was convicted and sentenced

“But he still has his dishonor- 
lable discharge and it has made 
'a mental wreck of him,” the com- 
mittee spokesman asserted.

The War Department report, 
prepared by George W. Merck, 
head of a chemical concern and 
consultant to the Secretary of 
War, defines biological warfare as 
“the use of bacteria, fungi, viruses, 
rickettsias and toxic agents from 
living organisms (as distinguished 
from synthetic chemicals used as 
gasses or poisons) to produce 
death or disease in men, animals 
Or plants.” 

As Virulent as Possible. 

In the investigations, “a wide 

variety of agents pathogenic for 
men, animals and plants was con- 
sidered,” Merck said. “Agents se- 
lected for exhaustive investigation 
were made as virulent as possible, 
produced in specially selected, cul- 
ture media and under optimum 
conditions for growth, and tested 
for lisease producing power on 
animals and plants. 
The study of methods by which 
biological warfare agents might 
be employed against us involved 
anti- sabotage measures and 
studies of various types of mu- 
nitions that might be used to dis- 
seminate agents. For example, 
the Post-Dispatch was told that 
the Japanese free balloons which 
came to earth in this country 
were hurried to Camp Detrick for 
examination. They were found 
not to contain biological warfare 
materials. 

An intelligence program was 
carried out in all theaters of op- 
eration, with the result that a 
thorough knowledge German 
advances in the field was ob- 
tained. Later investibations dis- 
closed progress made by _ the 
Japanese, Merck said there were 
no serious leaks of information 
on the subject in this country. 

11 “Important” Results. 
The report listed 11 “important 
accomplishments” of the program. 
They are: 

1. Development of methods 
and facilities for the mass pro- 
duction of micro-organisms and 
their products. 

2. Development of methods 
for the rapid and accurate de- 
tection of minute quantities of 
disease-producing agents. 

3. Significant contributions to 
knowledge of the control of air- 
borne disease-producing agents. 

4. Production and _ isolation, 
for the first time, of a crystal- 
line bacterial toxin, which has 
opened the way for the prepara- 
tion of a more highly purified 
immunizing toxoid, 

5. Development and _. produc- 
tion of an effective toxoid in 
sufficient quantities to protect 
large scale operations should 
this be necessary. 

6. Significant contributions to 
knowledge concerning the de- 
velopment of immunity in hu- 
man beings and animals against 
certain infectious diseases, 

7. Important advances in the 
treatment of certain* infectious 
diseases of human beings and 
animals, and in the development 
of effective protective clothing 
and equipment. 

8. Development of laboratory 
animal propagation and main- 
tenance facilities to supply the 
tremendous number of approved 
Strains of experimental animals 
required for investigations. 

9. Applications of special pho- 
tographic techniques to the 
study of air-borne micro-organ- 
isms and the safety of labora- 
tory procedures, 

10. Information on the effects 
of more than 1000 different 
chemical agents on living plants.

“Each month I 
drew tangerines and even flowers 
as presents for the men,” 

Yuri is charged with responsi- 
bility for the deaths of two Amer- 
ican prisoners, mistreatment of 
others and failure to provide ade- 
quate facilities.

Hitler Decided to Die in Bunker 


Leader After 


Goering Offered to Take Command of Reich, F 
but Message From the Fuehrer Stated He 


Would Make Decision as to When a Suc- 
cessor Should Take Over.

AST April 2b, Gen. Karl Koller remained at his command post 


little left of the Luftwaffe to com- 


mand. At his orders, his deputy, Gen, Christian, went to Hitler's 


shelter. There the crisis was approaching. The frayed ends of the last 


strand of Nazi power were being 
The day began for Koller: with 
an unbroken chain of telephone 


calls from the shelter to determine 
whether the attack, under 5.5. 
Obergruppenfuehrer Steiner, with 
the last remnants of Luftwaffe 
personnel, had taken place from 
the Eberswalde area. Finally, 
from Maj. Freygang of the staff 
of Gen. Konrad, Luftwaffe group 
commander Koller was able to 
learn that it had not’. been 
launched, because, Koller noted, 
“Steiner had not been able to de- 
ploy his troops in time.” It was 
decided finally the attack would 
begin at 9 p.m. but it could only 
be a “small-scale preparatory at- 
tack.” 

“Fuehrer Has Had Breakdown.” 


On the telephone from Hitler's | 


shelter, Christian indicated that 
the Luftwaffe command would in 
all probability be free to act on its 
own beginning that night. This 
was a hint of earth-shaking 
changes that were occurring in 
the Fuehrer’s hunker. A little 
later Christian phoned to say that 
“events of historical importance 
were taking place and that he has 
something important to tell me.” 
It was not, however, until 8:45 
that evening that Gen. Christian 
got through to report as follows: 

“The Fuehrer has had a break- 
down, considers continuation of 
the war to be hopeless, does not 
want to leave Berlin, wants to re- 
main in the bunker and accept the 
consequences. Keitel, Jodl, Bor- 
mann, Grossadmiral Doenitz and 


the Reichsmarshal (the latter by | 
tried to get the. 


telephone) all 
Fuehrer to change his mind and 
leave Berlin because it is 


there and the Fuehrer must re- 
main in charge of the Reich. All 
in vain. The Fuehrer had all his 
documents and papers brought in- 
to the courtyard from the bunker 
and then burned there. He or- 
dered Goebbels to come to him 
and his wife and the children are 
all sitting there with him now, in 
the bunker.” 

Koller asked, what would hap- 
pen next and Christian replied: 

“They will probably kill. the 
children, and the adults will com- 
mit suicide.” 


Commanders Without Orders. 


Next Koller asked about the. 
staff officers who had taken part | 
in the briefing and what was to) 


happen to them. 

“The Fuehrer has said that he 
{is remaining here; the others can 
all leave the bunker; they can go 
where they please. The supreme 
command, Keitel and Jodl, now 
wapt to take charge, they want 
to tum the troops on the Elbe 
about and throw everything to the 
east. The supreme command is 
leaving Berlin and is going to as- 
semble in Krampnitz tonight. So 
much has broken up inside of me 
today, that-I still can’t grasp it. 
I do not believe the Fuehrer will 
leave. The atmosphere in the 
bunker has hkffected me deeply. 
An impression I cannot begin to 
explain.” ; 

What was of immediate concern 
to Koller, the soldier, was the fu- 
ture of his command. This was 
abdication. It was anarchy that 
threatened. It was intolerable. In 
response to urgent questioning, 
all Christian could say was that 
he did not know. Koller’s imme- 
diate concern was whether he was 
“now free to act independently or 
whether the Fuehrer has ordered 
us to make a transfer, and where 
to, north or south.” Here is a 
perfect example of the German 
military mind in extremis. MHor- 
ror of horrors, there is no author- 


ity, no chain of command, Chris- 


tian could only answer: 


“I don’t know that either, the 


Fuehrer has not issued any or- 
ders. He only said that the oth- 
ers can go where they pleased.” 

“That's of no use to me at all,” 
the frantic commander wrote. “If 
I do not receive any further or- 
ders, I must be given clear instruc- 
tions. I must contact Jodl under 
all circumstances.” 

“Fuehrer Going to Let Us Down. 

Then in parenthesis Koller re- 
corded a faint hint of treason 
that came into the discussion with 
Christian as they faced the blank 
and appalling truth. 

“We, Christian and I, discuss 
the results: ‘Breakdown of ‘the 
entire leadership of the Reich, 
breakdown of the military *leader- 
ship. If the Fuehrer’s intention 
leaks out, catastrophic reactions on 
all fronts, chaos!’ Christian is 
very upset. It is very important 
that I get verification of his re- 
port from other sources, Now 
that the Fuehrer has dragged us 
into this mess, he is going to let 
us down, 
tire nation. When he was told 
that a director of the Leuna works

blew himself up along with his. 


wife and when the suicide of the 
Mayor of Leipzig was reported to 
him, he had = said: 
cowardly shirking of responsibil- 
ity.” And now he is doing exactly 
the same thing. If he must do 
so, he should appoint a deputy to 
take charge of the affairs of the 
Reich and then go to the enemy,

Search For A Commander. 

During the rest of the night 
Koller worked frantically to find 
a chain of command. He could 
not function, he could hardly 
even live, without it. His first step 
was to call Oberst Nicolaus von 
Below in Hitler’s shelter. He 
asked if the situation was the 
same as reported by Christian. 

“Yes, situation unchanged,” Von 
Below replied. “I am still trying 
to get the Fuehrer to change his 
mind.” 

To every question about com- 

mand, Von Below answered with 
a maddening; “Yes.” The answers 
were contradictory and Koller be- 
came more frantic and unhappy. 
The final suggestion from Von 
Below was to talk the whole 
thing over with Jodl, 
| With the Fuehrer gone, with 
the head and front of authority 
abdicated, Gen. Koller clung to 
‘the hope that Gen. Jodl might be 
persuaded to be a command—the 
all-essential command. Koller 
first tried to reach Jodl by tele- 
‘phone at supreme headquarters. 
He called all the headquarters— 
Berlin center, Dahlem, Zossen and 
‘Krampnitz. No one was at any 
‘post except the telephone opera- 
tors, and they had no idea where 
“the responsible officers” were. . 
' This was nightmare, the night- 
mare of the German military 
mind. Gen. Koller finally went out 
into the seared and bleeding city 
in search of a command, in 
search of Jodl. It took a long time. 
At last he found Jodl at Kramp- 
nitz in, he recorded it exactly, 
block 7, room 103. He was holding 
a briefing for his officers. Koller 
stayed at Krampnitz from a quar- 
ter past. midnight to a little after 
1 o'clock, After a time he was able 
to get Jodl into an adjoining room 
where he asked if what Cnristian 
had told himy was truc. Jodl re- 
plied: 

“What Christian told you is cor- 
rect. The Fuehrer has given up 
and has decided to remain in Ber- 
lin, take over the defense of the 
city and then shoot himself at the 
last moment.” 


For Leaving It to Goering. 

As Jodl explained it, Hitler felt 
he could not take part in the 
fighting for “physical reasons.” 
Moreover, there was a danger 
that he would fall into the ene- 
my’s hands when wounded but 
still alive. They all tried to dis- 
suade him, Jodl went on, but in 
vain. They proposed bringing 
the troops from the west to fight 
in the east. In his despair the 
Fuehrer replied that everything 
_was falling apart in any event and 
‘he could continue no _ longer. 
Everything now, Hitler had said, 
should be left to Goering. Argu- 
ing with him, they said that the 
troops would not fight for Goer- 
ing. Hitler’s response to this was: 

“What do you mean “fight? 
There’s not much more fighting 
to be done, and when it comes to 
negotiating, the Reichsmarshal 
(Goering) can do that better than 
I can.” 

The picture that Jodl gave was 
of a man irretrievably sunk in 
despairing gloom, Hitler spoke 
of treason and failure’ every- 
where; corruption among the 
leaders and among the _ troops. 
Even the S.S. (Elite Guard) was 
telling him lies. The Steiner at- 
tack was not launched. The sit- 
uation in Hungary and Austria 
was. hopeless, 

‘Fuehrer So Stubborn.’ 

Koller asked—and you get even 
from his military shorthand a 
sense of how he must have pleaded 
with Jodl for some ray of hope— 
whether the Fuehrer might not 
again change his decision if those 
close to him continued to work 
on him, Jodl's reply, was: 

“That is absolutely impossible. 
The Fuehrer is so determined and 
so stubborn that there can be no 
question of the Fuehrer altering 
his decision any more, The 
Fuehrer says the troops are no 
longer fighting, the tank barri- 
cades in Berlin are open and are 
no longer being defended. He 
probably knows, too, that we will 
have no ammunition and no fuel 
left in a very short time. The 
Fuehrer has seen this develop- 
ment coming for a long time, but 
he did not want to let us see it; 
even as recently as on his birth- 
day, April 20, he told that we 
must continue fighting to the last. 
He always expeeted much more of 
the counter-offensives than the 
weak forces could at all achieve.” 

Jodl finally agreed that Koller 
should leave for the south at 
once to report to “Goering. He 
was instructed also to find Gen. 
Winter to give him the 
news of Hitler's collapse and 
Jodl’s orders to assemble what 
‘remained of the, supreme com- 
mand in the southern zone, Their 
‘last words concerned the _ possi- 
bility of turning the armies in the 
west around in order to fight 
Russia. These blind Prussians

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The President’s Appeal to the People 


Something new in American political leader- 
ship occurred last evening when a President of 
the United States gave a reactionary and con- 
temptuous Congress the most humiliating rebuke 
in its history.

has come for every citizen to make his opinion 
kriown to his Representative in Congress. When 
once that is done, you may be sure that results 
will follow.” 


In declaring open warfare on his former col- 
Jeagues on Capitol Hill, Mr. Truman must have 
both astonished and pleased a nation which had 
just about decided that he was incapable of 
decisive leadership and that he was floundering 
helplessly in a morass of inaction. An ex-Sen- 
ator, he entered office devoted to his friends in 
the Senate and House, and has often shown him- 
self deeply sensitive to the congressional pride 
and prerogatives. 


Knifing and Sabotage 


On their part, his friends in Congress called 
him “Harry” and deemed him the best fellow 
in the world. Yet when he presented a domestic 
legislative program to tide the country over the 
dangerous and difficult transition from war to 
peace, they both openly and underhandedly 
knifed it, sabotaged it or refused to act at all. 
In the field of foreign affairs, it is true, Con- 
gress, under pressure of an irresistible public 
opinion, carried out the President’s recommen- 
dations. But the contrary has happened as to 
domestic affairs. Congress, led by a group of 
Southern Bourbons, in control of important 
has given its old colleague the 
brush-off. Last night the obstructionists got the 
fighting treatment their conduct deserves, 


All this is not to absolve President Truman 
himself and his own advisers of mistakes in 
dealing with the country’s problems. It is not 
to lay the entire blame on Congress for the most 
immediate and vital problem of all, namely, the 
industrial warfare that sweeps the country. In- 
deed, the Administration should here be held 
culpable because of its eagerness to return to 
‘normalcy,” for its procrastination, for leaning 
too heavily on the fiasco that was the labor- 
management conference and, fundamentally, for 
its failure even yet to enunciate a national pol- 
icy on wages and prices that both labor and man- 
agement can comprehend. 


As to Fact-Finding 


Mr. Truman, on-Dec. 3, in an attempt to stem 
the spread of strikes, urged the enactment of a 
law to set up fact-finding boards when strikes 
were threatened “in a few nation-wide indus- 
tries where a stoppage of work ,would vitally 
affect the national public interest.” In doing 
so, he professed no pride of authorship and in- 
vited Congress, if it knew pf'a better plan, to 
come forward with it. In any event, he wanted 
some action before Christmas. He got none. 

The President ‘was left alone to set up his 
own fact-finding boards in the General . Motors 
strike and in the steel dispute. They have no 
authority and, so far, have been of no avail. 
Indeed, as the debate over the whole fact-find- 
ing principle rages, it does appear that the Presi- 
dent may have bitten off more than he can chew. 
The debate has developed objections to the prin- 
ciple. It has given rise to the fear that fact- 
finding, if given congressional approval ‘and 
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power to inquire into the most intimate details 
of private business, may have dangerous impli- 
cations. Many sincere critics believe that, if 
successful, it may lead to the fixing of prices 
and profits of private corporations—a step to- 
ward Fascism which the country would abhor 
and repudiate. 

But if the President is wrong here, Congress 
has done nothing to correct him. As in a score 
of other instances, it has abdicated its function. 
It has failed to extend the Price Control Act, 
which expires in six months, thus paving the way 
for a sellers’ strike as June 30 draws near. It 
extended the Second War Powers Act, control- 
ling vital materials in which we have war-born 
shortages, for only six months instead of a 
year, as the President requested., Unless it is 
further extended, and business men are assured 
that scarce materials will be fairly distributed, 
congressional failure will rise to plague us. 


Other Scuttled Measures 


While the Senate passed what the President 
considers an acceptable full employment bill— 
key measure for the years ahead—it was emas- 
culated in the House. Congress has refused to 
heed Mr. Truman’s repeated requests for a bill 
to supplement unemployment benefits, though 
in the coming months failure to do so may cause 
distress among millions of American citizens. It 
has refused to pass a bill to outlaw un-American 
discrimination in unemployment—a permanent 
FEPC. This is bottled up in the all-powerful 
and tyrannical House Rules Committee by a 
handful of Congressmen. It has refused to pass 
a bill raising minimum wages, though millions 
of workers have incomes which do not provide 
a decent standard of living. 

All these measures were cited’ by the Presi- 
dent last night and more—scientific research, 
universal military training, a national health and 
medical care program, the question of the presi- 
dential succession, the development of America’s 
great river valleys. And while some of these 
matters are confroversial, they do form a posi- 
tive and forward-looking program for the peril- 
ous days ahead which Congress ignores, while 
offering no alternative of its own. 


So Mr. Truman properly told the people, in 
effect, that the country is witnessing the break- 
down of congressional government at a time 
when our democratic system is facing tests 
which have never been more severe; at a time 
when Socialism is sweeping the Continent of 
Europe and has even won a sweeping victory 
in historically conservative Great Britain. 


Will the People Yawn? 


And the tragedy is intensified because, as the 
President pointed out last night, Congress as a 
whole is not entirely at fault, but is frequently 
prevented from_performing its function by a 
few men in key committees. Says he: “Often 
a bare majority of a committee—a handful of 
men—can prevent a vote by the whole Con- 
gress.” He asks these committees at least to 
“give the representatives of the people a chance 
to.vote Yes or No on these vital issues.” Under 
the. congressional committee system, the cold 
and paralyzing hand of seniority prevails. 


But however the malady be diagnosed—and, 
of .course, Congress itself is master of its own 
rules and is alone capable of reorganizing its 
ancient procedure—the fact remains that con- 
gressional government has broken down. It re- 
mained for a former member of the Capitol Hill 
brotherhood to present the devastating case. 


How effective Mr. Truman’s address of last 
evening proves will depend largely on how the 
greatest potential “pressure group in the world” 
—the people themselves—react to it. Will they 
sit stodgily in their armchairs before the stove 
or the fireplace—as they usually do—or will they 
raise the hell with Congress which will force it 
to meet the greatest peacetime crisis in Ameri- 
can history?

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Marshall’s Problem in China 


A historic opportunity is presented to Gen. 
Marshall, as President Truman’s: special envoy 
to China, by the agreement of both the Kuomin- 
tang Government and the Chinese Communists 
to accept him as mediator. of the 18-year-long 
civil war. 

It is still to be proved by either side that its 
offer to negotiate a truce is made in good faith. 
The truce negotiations of September and Octo- 
ber, arranged by the then Ambassador Hurley, 
were used by both sides to mend their military 
fences under the cover of pacific intentions. 
Mediation now might be similarly abused, or it 
might be used by either side for propaganda 
purposes to discredit the other side. 

Gen. Marshall, therefore, will have to proceed 
carefully in order to avoid being used as a cat’s- 
paw for one side, as Gen. Hurley so eagerly 
allowed himself to be used by the Kuomintang. 

The key problem at the present stage is 
whether the Chinese Communists shall hand 
over their armies to the Kuomintang before a 
unified government is formed, as Chungking in- 
sists, or afterward, as the Communists insist. As 
the New York Herald Tribune says: “The Com- 
munists fear, with considerable reason, that the 
moment they lose the protection of their armies 
they will be exterminated. Government offi- 
cials, on the other hand, make the undeniable 
assertion that no country can be unified as long 
as a political party keeps a private army.” 

To help the Chinese people to resolve this 
terrific dilemma, Gen, Marshall will require a 
clean-cut policy of the United States Govern- 
ment, Perhaps he has it, but the public state- 
ments of President Truman do not indicate as 


y\ 


much. In his announcement of American pol- 
icy, Mr. Truman said “autonomous armies actual- 
ly made impossible political unity in China,” 
which implied, about as strongly as implication 
can speak, that the handing over of the Commu- 
nist armies should come first. The President 
then went on to say that ‘“‘with the institution of 
a broadly representative government, autonomous 
armies should be eliminated,” which is a vir- 
tually explicit statement that the political unifi- 
cation should come first. 

Unless Mr. Truman has a clearer view of his 
own mind than he has given to the public, and 
unless a clear view has been solidified into an 
instrument of policy and placed in Gen. Mar- 
shall’s hand, the historic opportunity now pre- 
sented may be frittered away in muddlement. 


Reform in Good Form 

A handsome example of the power of well- 
taken criticism is provided in the new arrange- 
ment that stolen goods found in pawnshops will 
henceforward be returned to owners without the 
expense of redemption or replevin suit. # 

Judge FitzGibbon of the Court of Criminal 
Correction started it by criticizing police detec- 
tives for suggesting that owners pay to redeem 
their stolen property (so as to provide them- 
selves with evidence), The Board of Police 
Commissioners sought a conference with the 
Judge, and the Greater St. Louis Pawnbrokers’ 
Association was brought in as a third party. 

The pawnshops agreed to stand the losses. It 
is a just disposition. The expense never properly 
rested on the victims. It is the pawnbrokers’ 
duty to inquire carefully into goods offered 
them, and their rates are set high enough to 
compensate for any legitimate errors of judg- 
ment. 

Yet, had they willed it so, the brokers could 
have insisted on the replevin process. To have 
done so would have saved them losses, because 
many owners would redeem their property when 
it cost them less in time and trouble to do so 
than to get the writ of replevin. They have 
gained, however, in the form of public esteem, 
for their waiver of technical legal rights sug- 
gests a desire to conduct themselves strictly as 
legitimate businesses.

Rejecting the thought that England and ‘America can ever be 
enemies, we should try harder to be friends, American paper in 
of London says; on both sides, it says, there have been groups over- 
sensitive and suspicious; real amity 1s seen as harder with war over. 


From the American Outpost in Great Britain 


We have never met, on either side of the 
Atlantic, a person who did not believe that 
friendship between the English-speaking 
peoples is a good thing. Those among our 
friends back home who are most fearful 
that John Bull will, by some mysterious 
piece of chicanery, get out of paying for 
the war and leave the whole burden to the 
United States, would nevertheless regard 
it as inconceivable that the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations and the United States 
should ever fight on opposite sides in a 
third and final world war. 


The idea that Britain and America must 
work together is so commonly accepted that 
to state it again is boring, while to leave 
it unstated often means forgetting it en- 
tirely. 

It is an idea we cannot afford to forget. 
Prime Minister Attlee has said: “I am only 
too well aware that those of us in any 
country in whose hands lies today the re- 
sponsibility of government are faced with 
tremendous problems, for the solution of 
which the help of all men of good will is 
absolutely essential. Both in the United 
States of America and in this country, we 
have an alert and thinking public on whose 
opinions we rely for our support.’ 


Need for Whole Truth 


Prime Minister Attlee went on to say, 
with reference to the United Nations Char- 
ter, which. held out so much hope for the 
future peace of the world, that the only 
power which can drive the new machine 
and make it effective is the power of un- 
derstanding and affection between people 
of various countries, They all want to live 
at peace with each other, but they cannot 
do it just by shunning each other and avoid- 
ing causes of quarrel. They must do it by 
seeking opportunities for friendship. 

British journalists, for instance, who 
emphasize the wealth, comfort and luxuri- 
ous life of Americans at a time when the 


sritish can’t buy ordinary necessities like 
salt, shoes and soap, are not doing the cause 
of international friendship any good at all. 


In the first place, they are not telling the 
whole truth about life in the United States. 
In the second, even if they were accurate 
in their descriptions of living standards, it 
is not fair to describe material comfort 
without a word of reference to the extreme- 
ly difficult problems which most Ameri- 
cans face today: the insecurity, the situa- 
tions caused by an enormous shifting pop- 
ulation whose prewar jobs have disappeared 
and whose wartime jobs are also coming 
to an end; the race problem; problems of 
organized labor, and ever-widening rifts be- 
tween liberal and conservatjve political 
groups, 


Suspicion Follows War 


On the other hand, we Americans are not 
guiltless of seeking causes of quarrel. Why 
do we assume that the British generally 
want to cheat us when we meet at an in- 
ternational conference table? 


The Prime Minister spoke of the need 
for the help of all men of good will in find- 
ing the solution to the problems which the 
world faces today. It was easy enough to 
find opportunities for friendship during the 
war, when Americans sent clothing and 
food and medical supplies to the besieged 
British, and when the British opened their 
homes to loneiy GIs, It was easy to pro- 
claim good will when America was united 
in its admiration for Britain’s great war 
leader, Winston Churchill, and for the RAF, 
and when all Britain was loud in its praises 
of America’s F.D.R., American generosity, 
the virtues of the American solder. 


But now when there is a shade of sus- 
picion, a trace of resentment, a hint of 
fear of the other fellow, on both sides of 
the Atlantic, good will is more important 
than ever. Instead of expecting each other 
to behave badly, let’s expect the best. 


State Responsibility to Delinquent Children

“© ‘The No. 1 example of Missouri's attitude 
toward delinquent children is the Boonville 
“reformatory.” 

The State has not only failed to set up 
a clear policy for reform, but has made it 
impossible for individual superintendents 
to carry through progressive policies of 
their own, 

Instead of a reform Institution, the Boon- 
ville plant has become better known as a 
“breeding school for-crime.” Because the 
space is adequate for only about half the 
number of boys who use it, there is no way 
to separate the promising from the nearly 
hopeless, the 14-year-olds from the 20-year- 
olds, the intelligent from the stupid. With- 
out the facilities, the best of superintend- 
ents is blogked. 

The Boonville institution is only one 
symptom of a State’s failure to accept nor- 
mal responsibility for the guidance of chil- 
dren who need it. Its lack of policy es 
back to the courts, back to the local in&ti- 
tutions, back to the parole system or lack 
of it.

the fact that the State's dealings with chil- 
dren have come in for official study at last. 
Gov. Donnelly appointed a commission to 
study the problem through all its ramifica- 
tions, even to the distantly related prob- 
lem of adoptions. 

The method of appointing commissions 
to tackle complicated situations is an im- 
portant part of Missouri government. 
Without it, the Legislature can only legis- 
late by pieces, with the pieces sometimes 
misplaced. Legislative committees at work 
in a busy session can’t undertake long, 
leisurely studies. 


The Legislature now has its own Re- 
search Bureau that should be equipped for 
anything. But, so far, it has been involved 
in the revision of laws to conform with 
the new Constitution. There is a limit to 
the work it can undertake at any time. 


Gov. Donnelly’'s commission has a tre- 
mendously important job on its hands. Out 
of it should come a State policy—taking 
advantage of all fhat has been learned 
about the handling of children since the 
nineteenth century. 


Story of a Blind Seldiie 


Is a Lesson in Tolerance

“Lights Out,’’ by Baynard Kendrick. (William Mer- 
row Co., New York.) 

Baynard Kendrick, a. volunteer instruc- 
tor in the Army’s program for the war- 
blinded at Valley Forge General Hospital 
and Old Farms, was once called a “big 4-F 
bum” by two l7-year-olds. Actually, the 
famous mystery writer is 51, and fought 
for five years in World War I. He looks 30, 

His first serious novel is a remarkable 
picture of a blinded soldier named Larry 
Nevin whose handicap became a door into 
a better world. There is nothing of sweet- 
ness and light in this book, no misplaced 
pity, no mysticism. “Lights Out” produces 
an incredible feeling: One almost wishes 
that the whole human race would be tem- 
porarily struck blind to learn what Larry 
Nevin learned about himself and the whole 
human race. 

os « - 

Nevin was a Southerner, whose main ac- 
complishment before going into the Army 
was protecting the flower of womanhood 
by slugging -a Negro filling station at- 
tendant who looked at his girl. He was 
filled with every prejudice of the twentieth 
century. The whole confusion of his think- 
ing had become gospel. 

In the States, he heard a Southern draw! 
in“a hospital corridor, grabbed at the fa- 
miliar sound from home, and became friends 
with another blind soldier, a guy named 
Joe. He liked Joe more than he had 
ever liked any man before. Then he found 
out something: his friend was a Negro. 
Larry went to bed, his childhood world 
came crashing, and he cursed his mother 
for her part in the warping of his mind, 

~ x x 

That is the essence of “Lights Out,” that 
and similar discoveries. In the new and 
shadowy world of the blind, Larry Nevin 
found that the values of the sighted are 
morally unsound. Everything in his life 
became changed; his whole thinking pat- 
tern was relaid on new platforms of truth. 

His girl, his family, his blind comrades, 
the girl he meets and loves in blindness 
with his newly developed and sounder 
senses—these are pictures that pack emo- 
tional shock. Kendrick is obviously a man 
with a great deal to say, and his book 
deserves a special award for his saying 
it with such force.

DETROIT, Jan. 4 (AP)—Hank 
Greenberg, the Detroit Tigers’ 
story-book slugger, is due to be 
back at his old first base stand 
for the world champions in 1946. 

Rudy York, 32-year-old Tiger 
first baseman whose fielding flaws 
forced Greenberg to move into the 
outfield in 1940 to give York a po- 
sition he could play, was sent to 
the Boston Red Sox yesterday in 


a straight player swap for Short- 


stop Eddie Lake. 

Thus York ends a colorful nine- 
year Tiger career in which he 
spent three seasons learning he 
couldn't catch, play third base or 
the outfield before finally catch- 
ing on at first. 

Greenberg Volunteered Move. 

Greenberg volunteered to shift 
from first base to the outfield in 
the 1940 season to give York a 
chance for a regular berth at first. 
On his return from the Army last 
summer Greenberg went back to 
the outfield, where he helped the 
Tigers to the American League 
pennant and a world champion- 
ship over the Chicago Cubs.

Darryl Zanuck on Abnormal Love 
4 6 EAVE HER TO HEAVEN,” a Darryl Zanuck production 
L« Technicolor, is the feature attraction at both the 
AMBASSADOR and the MISSOURI Theaters. 

It is the story of an insanely jealous woman, Gene Tierney, 
her writer-husband, Cornel Wilde, and the wom- 
an’s sister, Jeanne Crain. Miss Tierney meets 
Wilde shortly after the death of her father, for 
whom, it is explained here and there in the pic- 
ture, but with a certain vagueness, she had had 
an “abnormally possessive” feeling. The posses- 
siveness, in full force, is transferred to Wilde. 
After they are married, she not only does not 

allow him to have any other associates, but will not even have 
servants in the house. She cooks, launders, etc., for him, and 
goes into furious scenes whenever anybody, even her mother 
and sister, “intrude.” 

The upshot of all this deviation from a normal social life 
is that, in order to “keep” her husband, Miss Tierney (one) 
murders Wilde’s crippled younger brother, Darryl Hickman, by 
luring the kid into swimming out into a far part of the lake 
and then withholding help until too late when the boy tires, 
and (two) murders her own unborn baby, by falling down the 
stairs deliberatgly, when it occurs to her that Wilde may grow 
too fond of his child-to-be. 

In a fit of rage, she lets Wilde know what she has done, 
He leaves her. She then commits suicide. Being the sort of 
person she is, she does not commit suicide decently, but com- 
mits it in such a way as to suggest that Jeanne has really 
murdered her. She suspects Jeanne, you see, of being in love 
with Wilde, and vice versa. But her last fell scheme fails. At 
the trial, in which a rejected former suitor of hers, Vincent Price, 
figures prominently, Wilde proves that his dead wife was 
capable of anything vile to gain her ends. Jeanne is exonerated. 

The above is, as you can see, not the outline of a pretty 
story. Producer Zanuck is not one, however, to be deterred by 
the lack of a pretty story. He has swaddled much of the un- 
prettiness in one of the prettiest of productions in recent years. 
The principal feminine actors are, as you all know, among the 
prettiest girls in the world. You should have seen the gowns 
and the sweaters, not to speak of al] the cute accessories, the 
cutest there are, they wore. Wilde is, as the sighs of young 
women in the theater audience most tunefully indicated, one 
of the handsomest of males in the world. As to the Technicolor 
and effects, both are simply out of this world for smoothness 
and ripe color. Nor did it hurt any that al] the people seemed 
wealthy, with scrumptuous homes, woods, etc. ~

Sting Was Worse Than Their Size 


Anybody, relative or reporter, who has interviewed soldiers 
just come home from front-line battle knows how hard it is 
for the returned fighters to speak completely of their experi- 

ence. What has happened to them is so mixed 
up with matters private and incommunicable 
that it becomes almost a sacrilegious thing for 
them to try to tell the experience to those who 
weren't there. They take refuge, most often, in

| Of this attitude, is the writing of Ernest Hemingway. 

“THEY WERE EXPENDABLE,” the movie at LOEW'S, 
was made from the book by that name by W. L. White. White, 
who writes in the footsteps of Hemingway, told two stories 
in one in his book. The first story, you might say, was the 
diary-like progression of events, in Manila Bay, beginning the 
day after Pearl Harbor, for the small band of men who made 
up the crews of the PT boats. 

The second story told by White is, you might say, the 
way men go into holocaust and the way, against all the odds, 
they battle their way out again, covering the private and the 
incommunicable with the casual phrases like “Yeah, it was 
rugged,” “Put on another record, Joe,” and so on. 

The film does a masterful job of telling the first and sug- 
gesting the second story. Director John Ford, one of the great 
Hollywood directors, recently came out of the Navy and knows 
just how the war was. His directing is a fine blend of the 
documentary and the casual. Robert Montgomery, who also 
came out of the Navy recently, plays the part of the PT boat 
commander with much flair. John Wayne, as one of Montgom- 
ery’s officers, surprises by practically stealing the scenes from 
under Montgomery’s camera-wise nose. Donna Reed has a 
part as a nurse at Corregidor. Others with important parts 
in the picture are Jack Holt and Ward Bond. 


Betty Hutton In Wilds of Manhattan 

The plot of “THE STORK CLUB,” at the FOX Theater, 
bears a strong resemblance to all the syndicated tidbits from 
which the Broadway columnists build their bread and butter. 

The ingredients include Betty Hutton as a 
hatcheck girl at the Club (Sherman Billingsley’s 
high-class Manhattan jungle, so often celebrated 
in the works of Walter Winchell) who meets a 
millionaire, Barry Fitzgerald, The millionaire is 
heartsick and lonely because his wife’s left him.

OW and then homemakers 
N tina some dish so easy for 

them to make and that has 
such strong appeal to the family 
that they ask for it again and 
again. For instance Tuna Noodle 
Casserole jis rated as an equal of 
the finest holiday turkey with all 
its trimmings by one man I know. 
His wife makes it like this. She 
cooks noodles in boiling salted 
water until tender. Any width 
noodles will be satisfactory. Then 
she drains them and combines 
with a tin of coarsely flaked 
tuna, some cooked peas, and two 
sliced hard cooked eggs. Then she 
pours over this a tin of cream 
of mushroom soup. 

When she wants it to look es- 
pecially glamorous, she puts on a 
potato chip topping. On other oc- 
casions the cap sheaf is made of 
buttered bread or cracker crumbs. 
This is then baked in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) long enough 
to heat the casserole boiling hot 
all the way through and brown 
the top to the most tempting 
golden rich color. When either 
kind of topping is used, a sprin- 
kling of dry cheese over the top 
toasts into a blistered granular 
texture that makes the casserole 
practically nonresistible. This 
kind of food combination supplies 
all that is needed for the main 
course of a really sumptuous meal. 
A tomato juice cocktail will serve 
amply as a prelude and a wedge 
of apple pie will play the grand 
finale of an elegant meal. 

Creole Slaw. 

Shred or slice one-half head 
medium green cabbage (four 
cups) very finely. Add two tea- 
spoons chopped parsley and two 
teaspoons chopped green pepper. 
Mix well one-fourth cup chill 
sauce, three tablespoons mayon- 
naise, one tablespoon top milk, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, and one- 
fourth teaspoon sugar, and pour 
over cabbage. Toss well, serve 
immediately. Serves four.

669 VORY TOWER,” a phrase

as “shingles” and a supersti- 

tion existed in years gone by 
in the layman’s mind as to the 
fatal outcome of this disorder if 
the shingles encircled the body 
sufficiently to meet, especially if 
located about the chest or mid- 
body. This supersition has not en- 
tirely disappeared though there is 
no foundation for its belief. This 
disorder is due to a filterable 
virus. The poisons of the germ 
irritate the nerves and their gan- 
glia—any collection or mass of 
nerve cells—in a localized area, as, 
for example, some of the nerves 
which: pass around the chest be- 
tween the ribs. Injury or exposure 
to cold and wet seem to predispose 
to this disorder, and lowered re- 
sistence from worry and over- 
work may figure in some in- 
stances. 


The disease is not communi- 
cable and taking good care of the 
health is of value in guarding 
against its occurrence. 


The symptoms are intense neu- 
ralgic pain associated with slight 
fever anc indisposition. These 
symptoms precede the appearance 
of the eruption. After the erup- 
tion appe rs the symptoms begin 
to abate. The eruption appears 
in groups of 10 to 25 vesicles 
filled with clear fluid on the skin 
surface along the course of the 
nerves. The vesicles may become 
turbid from pus and then dry up 
in a few days. 


The most frequent location is 
involvement of the nerves be- 
tween ‘he ribs and the next -in 
frequency are the branches of 
the sensory nerves which supply 
the face and forehead. Nerves of

Usually one side of the body is 
affected. If both sides of the 
body or chest are involved some 
serious disease of the spine should 
be suspected. Shingles are not 
fatal even if the eruption extends 
around the chest or body. If some 
serious disease is associated the 
conditions may assume alarming 
proportions. When the nerves of 
the face or forehead are affected 
serious. eye complications could 
arise and must be watched for. 


The disease is self-limited and 
treatment should be directed to 
relief of pain. A general physical 
check-up is important. That. is 
why your physician should be 
called to supervise the case.

Coconut Souffle

Child Needs 
Expert Care

HEN a child has some physi- 
We defect such as a speech 

defect a deformed foot or 
hand, we are likely to over protect 
him and that makes a bad matter 
worse. We should teach the child 
to take his condition on its face 
value, accept what cannot be 
cured and make the best of it. 
Meantime, if there is possibility of 
help or cure, make the most of it. 
Leave nothing that offers a hope 
of help undone, while encouraging 
the child to live as normally with 
other children as it is possible for 
him to do. 

It is a mistake to confine a 
child to his house and grounds if 
he is able to get about among 
other children. He will meet dif- 
ficulties here because the other 
children are likely to be out- 
spoken about his affliction and, if 
he retreats, likely to subject him 
to harsh treatment. 

* * * 

IF THERE is any such possibil- 
ity be sure to engage the interest 
of an able-bodied child in the 
weak one so that he has a friend 
at hand to help him establish him- 
self. Even then the battle belongs 
to the afflicted child and his at- 
titude is what is going to decide 
his reception among his mates. If 
he is cheerful, matter of fact, 
ready to do his share in the 
games, he will soon be accepted 
and helped. If he retreats, shows 
shame or fear, he is going to be 
the victim of the unthinking chil- 
dren of the neighborhood. 

Children with major difficulties 
such as blindness, deafness or 
other total disability must have 
special care and special treatment. 
They cannot hold their own among 
the healthy youngsters of the play 
lot. They have to be trained so 
that they can, with help, join the 
games, share the interests of other 
children. 

* * * 

THE IMPORTANT POINT to 
consider always in the rearing of 
such children is their need for as- 
sociation with normal children. 
While we must teach sightless chil- 
dren apart from the seeing chil- 
dren, we must also allow them to 
be with the others. some part of 


- everyday so that they can learn 


to adjust themselves to the ways 
of healthy youngsters and not be- 
come the skinless morbid retreat- 
ing child, a victim of over-protec- 
tion. 

A strong child friend is of the 
utmost importance in such situa- 
tions and a search for one must 
be made. The friend will accept 
the ailing child as he is and carry 
him along for the time necessary 
to allow the essential adjustment 
to be made, Give every child his 
chance; remember the more he 
mingles with healthy children the 
better for both sides.

ENROUTE TO LONDON, 

Thursday. 
NTIL I heard from the State 
Department, I had given little 
more thought to going to Eng- 
land than I would have given to 
traveling and living in my own 
country. I have lived in England 
before in the winter, and the last 
thing I was going to give much 
attention to was what would go 
into my bags for a trip of a few 
weeks’ duration. . 

Then came the State Depart- 
ment list to remind me of the 
fact that, though rationing in our 
country is practically ended, it 
still is in force in England. While 
we Americans cannot always buy 
what we want, still we are not 
living under conditions of hard- 
ship. 
The first item on the list of dif- 
ficulties to expect grows out of 
the fact that Great Britain's 
houses never have been as warm 
as ours in winter. Their climate 
is not quite as cold as ours in the 
north, but it is far damper and, 
in January, I doubt if I will see 
the sun. 

Here is what the State Depart- 
ment tells a traveler going to the 
British Isles: “Heating facilities 
never have been up to the stand- 
ards of this country. These have 
been gradually reduced during the 
war until the British are accus- 
tomed to temperatures which are 
painfully low for an American.” 

Then came these little items 
among the things the traveler 
must be sure to take to England. 

“Women’s hose—none available. 

“Low-heeled walking shoes—re- 
pairing impossible. 

“Clothes hangers. 

“Soap (hand, laundry, shampoo) 
—none available. 

“Razor blades—none available. 

“Shaving material of all kinds. 

“All cosmetics, creams, per- 
fumes, nail polish, etc. 

“Bath towels, face towels, wash 
cloths, any necessary medicines, 
vitamin tablets, sugar, cigarettes, 
matches, chocolate candy, fruit 
juices, flashlight, personal station- 
ery.” 

Many more things were men- 
tioned, but these, I think, give a 
fairly good picture of a country

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A Cure for Juvenile Delinquency 
Judge McDowell Makes the Parents es nescre and Finds It Works

CHARLESTON, Mo., Jan. 3. 

HE 10-year-old boy who stood 
T vite downcast eyes before the 

judge was charged with steal- 
ing two mules. The kid said he 
reckoned he was guilty. It was 
true, like the law said, that he took 
two mules from a stock barn at 
the edge of town. He needed one 
to pull his drag-sled. He had no 
particular use for the other, so he 
turned it loose. He was brought 
in when he was found riding 
around town on his drag-sled, 
drawn by the mule that he hadn’t 
turned loose. The other mule was 
never found, 

It was plain to Judge James C. 
McDowell that something would 
have to be done with the 10-year- 
old boy. He couldn't be permitted 
to go on stealing mules because 
they are important in the South- 
east Missouri economy. He hated 
to send the kid to Boonville Re- 
formatory, but there was nothing 
else that he could do. So to 
Boonville the boy was sent. There, 

may be supposed that he is 
something of a hero among the 
inmates, as 10-year-old mule-steal- 
ers are not exactly common. Also, 
it may be supposed, he is learning 
a lot about crime from the older 
boys he is thrown with there. 

The case set Judge McDowell 
thinking. In his judicial circuit, 
Scott, Cape and Mississippi coun- 
ties, there was a good deal of ju- 
venile delinquency. He was con- 
vinced that the parents were most- 
ly to blame, In the case of the 
young mule-stealer it was evident 
that the boy had been neglected 
by his parents, even if they hadn’t 
covered up his misdemeanors. As 
these parents were to blame for 
the misdeeds of their mule-stealing 
son, so in most cases the parents 
were to blame for the misbehavior 
of their children. He figured that 
75 per cent df juvenile delinquency 
was caused by defective homes, 
True, in some instances it was an 
unfortunate situation, with par- 
ents employed and unable to prep- 
erly look after their children, but 
more often it was a fault, with 
parents failing, through indiffer- 
ence and neglect, to check the 
waywardness of their children. 

ROM such reasoning Judge Mc- 
F owen arrived at the conclusion 

that the way to deal with delin- 
quent children was to deal with 
their delinquent parents, There 
was law for that, the statute 
against contributing to juvenile de- 
linquency. 

Feeling that prevention was bet- 
ter than punishment, Judge Mc- 
Dowell announced that henceforth 
he would hold parents responsible 
for any offenses that might be 
committed by their offspring. In 
Scott county, where the announce- 
ment was first made, there were 
quick results. In a short time 
there was a falling off of three 
quarters of the delinquency cases. 
The parents, under the threat of 
being held responsible, were keep- 
ing their children out of mischief, 
When the same announcement 
was made in the other two coun- 
ties the results were the same. 

So far Judge McDowell hasn't 
found it necessary to punish any 
parents. Reading the law to them 
has been sufficient. When a child 
gets into trouble the parents are 
brought to court and the judge 
admonishes them, telling them 
what will happen to them if they 
contribute to their children's de-

nquency. ‘The usual a is 


know-their chil- 
dren were going wrong. The judge 
tells them it is their business to 
know what their children are do- 
ing. Their children, he tells them, 
must have supervision because 
they are not capable of taking 
care of themeslves and keeping 
out of trouble. They can’t be per- 
mitted to run loose. 

In a given case the judge tells 
the parents that, unless they 
promise to do better, he will have 
to send the child to Boonville. 
They promise to do better and 
are given a chance, 

Judge McDowell attributes most 
of the delinquency to truancy and 
“bumming” after school and the 
prevalence of the gang spirit. 
Boys who “lay out” from school 
or run wild after school hours 
gravitate into gangs of four, five 
or half a dozen, with a leader, 
and do their devilment collec- 
tively. Usually it is pilfering or 
vandalism. _Sometimes it is steal- _ 


room elsew here. 


JUDGE JAMES C. McDQWELL 
ing on a larger scale, not~for 
profit as much as adventur 
They break into places for the 
excitement of it and to show that 
they can, rather than for what

HERE was a Charleston gang 
T of five boys who went to Cape 

Girardeau and stole bicycles. 
Other boys have gone to Sikeston 
on shoplifting excursions. Boys 
of 12 to 14 years of age have 
stolen automobiles, only to aban- 
don them, Judge McDowell savs 
he has never had a case of a boy 
since the mule-stealer acting on 
his own. 

One of the difficulties with 
which Judge McDowell has to 
deal is that rural areas have no 
provision for dealing with delin- 
quents. Even at the county seats 
there is no adequate provision. 
Lacking a place of detention, a 
juvenile offender has to be put 
in the common jail or in a locked 

_Judge DeDowell 
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scarcity far beyond anything we 
have experienced in the United 
States. 

I have been told that, as far as 
daily living goes, conditions have 
become less comfortable since the 
close of the war than they were 
when I visited London in 1942. 
Naturally, when a long strain lets 
up, people let down. Any factory 
worker in our country who worked 
to the very limit of his or her ca- 
pacity during the war knows how 
difficult it would be to carry on 
in the same way today. 

The reconversion period is a 
necessity not only in the United 
States. Every nation involved in 
the war has to reconvert, and oth- 
er nations need far more things 
than we need because they have 
had less. (One of the questions I 
am most interested in looking into 
is the extent to which women are 
still able to work in England as 
compared to the war period.) 

Not only the factoryw workers, 
but also housewives, worked un- 
der far more strain than we were 
obliged to face. For instance, in 
areas where labor had to be in- 
creased, people were billeted with 
resident families. A woman had 
to share her kitchen and her 
house with another family. Or if 
she only had room for single work- 
ers, she had to do additoinal cook- 
ing, morning and evening, and the 
cleaning of the rooms.

South’s jum: to four spades was 
highly questionable, but strangely 
enough, he should have capitalized 
on his own bid when it came to 
the play. 

West opened the club king and

eontinued the suit for three rounds, 


South ruffing. Now South led the 
spade queen through for a finesse, 
but when West covered and the 
ace won, there was still a very 
difficult guess to be made in re 
spect to the tenspot. As it hap- 
pened, South guessed wrong. He 
led the low spade from dummy, 
and when East played the six, 
went up with the jack in the hope 
of dropping the ten from West. 
West showed out, however, and 
now the contract was hopeless. 

Declarer should not have led the 
spade queen—he should have led 
the jack. Then when the king ap- 
peared from West, there would 
have been every reason for South 
to feel that a finesse was indicated 
for the ten. Consider: South had 
jumped from one heart to four 
spades, showing a_very long suit. 
With K-10, West certainly would 
not cover the jack, because he 
would fear an eight-card spade 
suit in the South hand, and cover- 
ing would mean that the king and 
East's blank queen might fall on 
the same trick under the ace. 
Thus, if West did cover the spade 
jack the logical assumption would 
be that he could not help himself 
—that the king was singleton. 

This is an extremely subtle 
point, but it is sound.
